A Mysterious Murder— A Dead Muu 
Found iu a Church. 

t* orrcspondence of the Louisville Dcgnccrat l 
West Point, Ky m Oct. 18tf . 1863. 
Messrs. Editor* : A very shocking tff'air has 
transpired at a church (Pleasant View), about 
four miles from thi§ plsce. Yesterday being 
the day for meeting, persons collecting at the 
church found the house closed, as usual. On 
going iB, a man was found dead in the church, 
his head, face aud clothes besmeared with 
blood, aud blood, half dried, in maDV places 
iu t*e church. Tuey also found two very 
large clubs lyiug near the body, with blond 
and hair on them. One of them was oak, Uve 
or six feet long and three or four inches in 
diameter; the other smaller. 

A jury was summoned by Esquire WitheYs, 
and Doctors Fletcher and Forline were called 
to examine the body, when it was found ilin 
the left S'de of the head and face were badly 
fractured, with other marks of violence on 
tbe body. The man is supposed to have been 
dead about two weeks. 

He was about twenty-eight or thirty yearn 
of age, six feet high, bl.ck hair, eyes end 
whiskers; his clothing of black cassimere; uo 
peculiar marl* on the >»ody. 

There were paptrs fouud on the deceased 
showing his name to be David A. Hamilton. 
These papers show that he has been iu Glas- 
glow. A ticket, for cabin passage, on the 
steamer Hunter, from Cairo to Louisville. A 
note in a book found on tbe bod shows that 
David A Hamilton was married, in October, 
1859, to Mi?8 Fannie A. Williamson. 

A neighbor living near the church said on 
tbe 30th ol September he was going to Eliza- 
bethtown, aDd met two men commg toward 
West Point walluug.and as he came home th£ 
same evening be passed the same two m-n. 
After being at home a short time, the same 
two men came to bis house, wishing to stay 
the night; but as there was sickness in bis 
family, he told them they could not stay. 
They then left. After being gone near one 
hour, the same two individuals returned with 
a third man, answering the description of the 
deceased. All three again wished to stay 
the night. Being told they could not stay, 
they went to the church. He says he heard 
considerabio loud talking near the church, but 
could not hear what was said. On retiring 
for the night, the perrons were still in the 
church. No person has been known to have 
entered the church aince that lime. Z.

Camp Douglas— How They Gained 

Tlieir Liberty— Unsuccessful Effort 

to Overtake the Fugitive. 

The page of history contains the record of 
mimy hair-breadth escapes of prisoners of 
war. And iu many such attempts the utmost 
secreey must be observed, since the prisoners 
well kuow that a sudden a?d violent death 
is certain to follow any failure. Ia their 
confinement they pine for the free air of 
heaaen, and what will a brave soldier not 
attempt for liberty ? Every contingency is 
carefully weighed, the movements of tbe *en- 
tinels are closely scanned, and the state of 
the atmosphere is watched with interest, as 
tbe attempt must be made at midnight hour 
and when dai kness covers the earth. If the 
dements are at war, so much the better, for 
then the heavy sentinel, as he marches bis 
lonely round, will be inclined to seek tbe shel- 
ter of bis box aud be lsx in his vigilance. It 
ks at such a time that the attempt must be made, 
but still care and caution are highly necessary. 
To pas6 the guard is a difficult task, and he 
who canDOt give the countersign when tbe 
sentry calls out “who goes there?” is certain 
to be shot down without a word of explana- 
tion. But everything is risked, even life itself, 
lit libarty. 

Within the past few months several thou- 
sand prisoners have been imprisoned in Camp 
Douglas, and many attempts have been made 
to escape, but hitherto they h;»ve always 
fai'ed. A number of men bave been shot 
dowu and the sentries have become very 
vigilant. But the prisoners also have been on 
the alert, and many of them bave slmked their 
lives to get outside the walla of tbe 
camp. At last they have been successful, 
and no less than twenty-five of Morgan’s men 
succeeded in making their escape from the 
camp at an early hour yesterday morning, 
when the martial grounds were surrounded 
in darkness. The means of escape were 
most duringly planned, and it is evident that 
a skilled sapper and miner was at tbe bottom 
of it. Borne ingenious individual broached 
the idea, after he bad carefully turned it over 
in his mind on many a sleepless night, that 
the earth leading from the barrack-room in 
which he and his companions were confined 
might be tunneled. Furtive glances were 
cr>st on every availablo opportunity at 
the proper tpot. Notes must have been 
duly taken ot the condition of the fence 
and the “beat” of the nearest sentry. Then, 
again, tbe difficulty arose as to tbe disposal ot 
the mud taken out of the tunrei. But it was 
necessary to risk everything, and the attempt 
was commenced three days ago. A tunnel 
large enough to allow the passage of the body 
ot a man was successfully made under tbe 
fence near one of the outhouses. They must 
have worked with tbe utmost assiduity, re 
lieving each other at short intervals. Of 
course they had to do the digging with their 
hands, spades and mattocks being entirely out 
of their reach. 

When the tunnel was at length completed 
the news was spread around, and twenty-four 
men, one after another, worked themselves 
through the narrow opening. The feat was a 
daring one, bnt the moment they were on the 
outbid? freedom animated them. When it was 
found that so large a number of the prisoners 
had escaped, the greatest consternation pre- 
vailed in the camp. Parties were sent out iu 
all directions; the police authorities were no- 
tified, but up to midnight not a single capture 
bad been made. Doubtless strenuous efforts 
will be taken to arrest the men and convey 
them back to their old quarters. The mijurity 
of those who escaped belong to the Second 
Kentucky Cavalry. 

About two weeks ago twelve men made an 
attempt to escape wheD the camp sewer was 
ia progress of construction, but they were 
captured before they were able to get beyond 
the precincts of the camp. Their companions 
in captivity have in this instance been more 
fortunate. It remains to be seen, however, 
whether they will be able to make their 
escape good to the “Sunny South.” 

JSgPAn envoy of the Sublime Porte hap- 
pened to be conversing with the father of the 
late Eugene Delacroix, who was Minister of 
Foreign Relations under the Directory, when 
tbe latter received a letter dismissing him 
from his office.

I wish to know how a Western Viair 
can die!” M. Delacroix laughed, and so heart- 
ily that tbe Turk rose up disappointed, say- 
ing: “At Constantinople, when a Vizir is dis- 
missed, be is always strangled, so that he may 
not divulge the State secrete. It is an exeel- 
lent precaution, and I am sorry to see that it 
is not adopted in France.” 

&3TIt may excite surprise in those who 
have heard of the accuracy of mathematics, 
without weighing the exact significance of tbe 
word as applied to so large a subject as 
astronomy, that there should still be a linger- 
ing uncertainty, to the extent of three or tour 
millions ol miles, in the sun’s distance from 
the earth. 3ut the error, whatever it is, is 
propagated from the solar system into the 
deepeet spaces which the telescope has ever 
traversed. The suu’s distance is tbe measur- 
ing rod with which the astronomer mete3 out 
the distance of the fixed stars and the dimen- 
sions of the stellar orbits. An error of three 
per cent, in the son’s distance entails an error 
of three per cent, in all these other distances 
and dimensions. Trifling as three per cent, 
may seem, the correction runs up to 600,000 
millions of miles in the d'Stance of the nearest 
fixed stars. 

UvVA new cure for burns is noticed as in- 
fallible by Les Mondes: The affected part is 
kept under water, in a basin, or a bath, the 
negative pole of a Volta Farradaic apparatus 
is put in communication with the water, 
while the positive pole ccmmuBicates with 
some part of the body out of the water and 
near tbe injury. The patient feels no pain, 
and the inflammation is subdaed, generally in 
an hour. When the whole person has been in 
flime the patient must be put into a bath, 
with the negative pole in the direction of the 
feet, and the positive one touching the nape 
of the neck. Some of the water must be 
changed every fifteen minutes to prevent it 
becoming warm. 

Th* Next Coal Ri h.— I t is roughly esti- 
mated that there are now 4,000,000 bushels of 
coal In tbe boats and barges on the pools ot 
Monongahcla, awaiting shipment to CinciD- 
nati, L JuLville, and points below. This 
amount is much less than might be expected, 
and indeed less than some persons claim. 
The principal reason why the amount 
is not dcuDie is because of the inabC- i 
ity of coal merchants to procure bargee 
in which to float it to market- The scarcity 
of diggers has also operated, in some degree, 
to leeseu the amount. The high prices in 
th? lower markets, however, will insure an 
ample supply as soon as there is a sufficiency 
of water to get the product to the points or 
. consumption The entire 4,000,000 bushels 
will go out at. the first rise, and this will last 
the consumers below until the barges are re- 
turned tor another run. Merchants are now 
anxiously awaiting the rise,

Punishments of the Chinese Insur- 
gents* 

A London paper publishes a report by 
Lieut. Cave to Gen. Brown, commanding the 
British forces in China, ol a number of execu- 
tions which he had witnessed: 

These men had evidently been sentenced to 
the punishment of the “Llng-che” or “slow 
and Vuominious death” — what wc call “cut- 
ing into a thousand pieces;” and it was also 
evident that they had been spared as much as 
possible, and little more than the form of tbis 
horrible punishment carried out. Koch man 
had a piece of skin, not fle-h, about tour inches 
by two, partially stripped from one arm, and 
hanging cown, and one or two arrows had 
tw encashed (apparently hot shot) through the 
skin in different places. There was very little 
blood about the ground, and the men did not 
appear to be in pain. One was crying ont 
that he was a Shanghae coolie, and ought not 
to be put to death as a rebel. He had, how- 
ever, very lorg hair. I asked a low Chinese 
officer present what they were. He told me 
they were old and well-known rebela, two ot 
them offijers, and that they were about to be 
beheaded. He said they had been exposed 
from mid-day. (It was about half-past four 
or five o’clock p. X, when I saw them.) 

At the same time I saw an official approach- 
ing to superintend the execution; and, not be- 
ing anxious to witness the spectacle, wbibh I 
had often witnessed before, I withdrew. From 
what other officers who remained informed 
me, I gathered that decapitation was per- 
formed at once in tbe usual manner, except 
that the sword employed was bluut, and the 
executioner inexpert I saw no other s'gn of 
torture whatever, and considered that taese 
men were, taking into account Chinese laws 
and customs, rather mercifully dealt wilb. A 
dead Changmau lay some distance off, who 
had been treated in a similar manner to the 
other; in addition, a Blight incision had been 
made from his breast to his groir, but from 
the absence of blood I think this was done af- 
ter death. 

I expressed general disapproval of what 
had been done, and said the English command- 
ing officer was much displeased at it, and if 
anything of the sort was attempted again 
would march up and put a stop to it; and that 
I hoped it would not occur agaiH duriD*- our 
stay. He replied that he did not himself ap- 
prove of it, but I must recollect that a large 
number of the rebel prisoners taken at Tait- 
san had been pardoned by the High Imperial 
officers, permitted to shave their heads, and 
employed as soldiers or laborers; a'd that it 
was not possible to restrain the Imperial sol- 
diers from taking some vengeance for the 
treatment which the rebels had inflicted on 
three hundred or more of their comrades, who 
had been entrapped into Taitsan on a false 
promise of the surrender of the place. 

Moscow* 

No reader need be told, at this day, of the 
founding, the burning, or the rebuilding of 
Moscow. Next to imperial 8t. Petersburg 
itself, it is a city of the largest importance iu 
Russia, and, as it was the ancient capital of 
that mighty power, will be likely to retain its 
old name, along with St. Petersburg, while 
Russia has a national existence. Moscow was 
founded, according to the historians, in the 
year 1147, thongh the precise date is still in 
dispute; still, the seven hundredth anniver- 
sary of its establishment was celebrat- 
ed in the year 1847. The river Moskva 
divides the city into two unequal pans, and 
upon its left bank the buildings are chiefly lo- 
cated. When Peter the Great founded St. 
Petersburg, and made that the seat ef his em- 
pire, he decreed that no more bu Idtogs should 
be erected in Moscow for at least twenty 
years; but the decree was notcarried out, and 
subsequent rulers, Catharine especially, lav- 
ished their wealth upon the ancient capital of 
their gigantic domain. The city still stands on 
high ground, and the streets are construct- 
ed of such a width, and the buildings of snch 
a hight, that periect ventilation is secured. 
The air is so pure and exilarating, that it is 
esteemed the healthiest capital in Europe for 
a residence. There are three great cathedrals 
in Moscow, besides the new and beautiful 
church of Our Saviour, built to consecrate the 
retreat of the French in 1812. But the struc- 
ture that chiefly attracts the attention of 
strangers is the Kremlin. This great build- 1 
ing stands on the bank of the river, and has 
the form nearly of a triangle. The va 
rious structures it contains, or that com- 
bined to make up such an architectural 
wonder, excite the admiration of all be- 
holders. Iu the Kremlin it was that Napo- 
leon the First took up his quarters, and resld- 1 
ed when the torch was applied by the inhabit- 
ant* themselves to their magnificent city. A 
description of that awful event in history it is 
not in our power to give tbe reader iu tbis 
place. Suffice it that there were about 31,000 
builcings burned in that conflagration, aud 
that uot more than 6,000 were left standing. 
But Moscow has since been thorotag bly re- ( 
bnilt, and still retains all the marked charac- 
teristics of its former appearance. Dr popu- 
lation in 1855 was estimated at 360,000. At 
the foot ot the Kremlin is the Great Bell, the 
largest in the world. It is supposed to have 
been cast on the spot where it now stands. 
Its circumfermce, at the bottom, is 68 feet, 
and its height 21 feet; its weight is nearly half 
a million pounds. 

There is no city in Europe that presents 
such a splendid picture to the stranger as 
Moscow. Seen in the clear sunlight that pre- 
vails in that latitude, the newness and bright- 
ness of the edifices, the domes, mosques, 
towers aud spires combine lo produce au ef- 
fect that some describe as of almost unearthly 
Bplendor. — [Old paper. i 

A Strong-Minded Woman. 

A New York editor has s en a strong-mind- 
ed woman, a “Bloomer,” in the interior ot the 
State, and he says her port and costume made 
a strong impression upon him. She wore a 
brown tunic, a brown vtst, brown bifurca- 
tions, a broad coarse straw hat, masculine 
boots (nines, he thicks, for her feet were 
very l>rge), and, strange to say, carried in 
her arms a baby. It seemed odd that such 
a lnanly-looking being should be a mother, 
but so it was; aud the newspaper man was 
infoimed that, iu contempt of the usages of 
decency, she was accnstomed,when the infant 
required sustenance iu the street, to seat her 
self on the nearest door-step and administer 
to its wants from the maternal founUia. From 
all he heard of the lady, she ia certainly en- 
titled to the merit of consistency. Her prin- 
ciples and practice agree. When the roid 
that runs by her residence requires repairing, 
she tarns out with her brother laborers and 
shovels dirt and cracks stones. She refuses 
to pay taxes on the ground that she has no 
vote, and that taxation without representa- 
tion is au outrage on civil liberty. Conse- 
quently the tax-collector seizes her property 
(she has a small estate of her own, independ- 
ent of her husband), aud sells it to the amount 
of bis claim. Qn general training days 
she has ever been promptly on the ground, 
armed and equipped according to law; but, 
much to her chagrin, has never been able to 
find a militia captain nngallant enough to put 
her through the facings. Jury duty she also 
considers a pirt of her duty; but the courts 
“do not see it.” The apron-string man, who 
has the honor to be her husband, obeys her in 
all things. Why she does not compel him to 
Durse tbe baby is a mystery to the people ol 
the town in which ebe lives. Probabiy the 
reason may be found in the delight she takes 
in settirg conventional propriety at defiance 
by suckling it in public. . 

Pbinc* Napoleon’s “Mission” to Eng- 
land. — The Paris Presse, referring to Prince 
Napoleon’s “mission” to London, and the 
statement that his object is to bring about an 
understanding between the British Govern- 
ment and the Rebels, says: 

Ever since his return from America Prince 
Napoleon has never ODce ceased to be com- 
pletely favorable to the Federal*, nor to the 
belief in their final triumph over the Confed- 
erates. All who know him have beard him 
openly and energetically blame the attempted 
media' ion cf France, au attempt the failure 
of which he foresaw and predicted. The for 
eign policy of Prince Napoleon is so well 
known that it is inconceivable bow any journal 
can still be found to distort it. It may be 
expressed in a tew words: Evacuation of Rome 
by the French army; Rome the capital of 
Italy; separation of Poland of 1772; abolition 
of Blavery in the 8( utheru States, aud re- 
eatablishment of the Union with the Northern 
Slate*; liquidation as soon as possible, and in 
the best manner possible, of the Mexican 
affair. As to his home policy, a single word 
expresses it— that word is liberty.

Nbw York, October 21. 

The Port Royal New South of the 17th ha; 

the following: 

The United States steamer BooDville, ot 
the Western Gulf squadron, touched this port 
on her way to Philadelphia for repairs. She 
brings the important intelligence, received at 
New Orleans just before her departure, that a 
grand expedition under Major General Banks 
had effected a landing at Point Isabell, Texas, 
a small place at the month of the Rio Grande 
river, with two corps — one under Franklin 
and the other under a Major General whose 
name we did not learn. The snccessiYil occu- 
pation of Point Isabell will give us in a short 
time possession of Brownsville, which is op- 
posite Matampras, Mexico, the grand entry 
depot of the rebels, from which munitions of 
war and needed supplies are transferred across 
tbe Rio Grande to the lormer place by small 
boats. . 

A large portion of the Confederate cotton 
which has been sent to Europe to purchase 
supplies has passed through Brownsville to 
Anglo-rebel blockade runners lying on the 
Mexican neutral side of the river. Of course 
our occupation of tbe place will effectually 
put a stop to this illegal traffic, and at the 
same time will enable our blockaders to close 
the river with a small force. 

In one other matter the occupation of Texas 
will have an important bearing. It will ena- 
ble the government to keep a powerful corps 
of observation on the very borders of the the- 
ater of French operations in Mexico, which 
may be made quickly available in case our 
complicated relations with Napoleon should 
result in a war with that unprincipled and 
grasping potentate.

Knoxville, Tenn., October 17. 

To Maj. Gen. JIalleck , Washington: 

On the 8 th inst. the eDcmy held a position 
down as far as Blue 8 prings, and a cavalry 
brigade of ours held Bull’s Gap, supported by 
a small body of iDfintry at Morristowu. I 
accordingly dispatched a brigade of cavalry 
around by Rogersville to intercept the ene- 
my’s retreat, and with a body of infantry and 
artillery moved to Ball’s Gap. 

On Saturday, the 10 inst., I advanced a 
cavalry brigade to Blue Springs, where they 
found the enemy stroncrly posted and offering 
stubborn resistance. Skirmishing continued 
until about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, wheD 
I sent in a division of infantry, who charged 
and cleared the woods, gallantly driving the 
enemy in con(us : on until dark. During the 
night the enemy retreated precipitately, leav- 
ing their dead on the field and moat of their 
wounded in our hands. We persued in the 
morning with infantry and cavalry. 

The intercepting force met them at Hender- 
son, bnt, owing to a misunderstanding, 
allowed them to pass with only a slight 
check. 

The pursuit was continued until evening, 
when I withdrew mot of my infantry and 
returned to this place. 

Gen. Shackelford with his cavalry and a 
brigade of infantry continued the pursuit, the 
enemy making a stand at every important po- 
sition, but he has driven them completely 
from tbe State, capuring the fort at Zollicof- 
fer and burning the long railroad bridge there
